Andover,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at 
nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following- 
subjects  : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  }-ear 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priation of  the  same  (Estimate  $4100). 

3.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  highways  and 
bridges  under  the  following  items  : 

a.  General  town  road  maintenance  (Estimate  $7,500). 

b.  General  highway  expenses  (Estimate  $4,000). 

c.  Blacktop  and  asphalt  (Estimate  $2,500). 

d.  Town  Road  Aid. 

e.  Street  lighting  (Present  contracts  $743). 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  protection  of 
persons  and  property  under  the  following  items: 

a.  Police  department   (Estimate  $100). 

b.  Fire  department  (Estimate  $250). 

c.  Precincts  for  fire  protection  (Estimate  $500). 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  care  of  the  ceme- 
teries (Estimate  $400). 

6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  Memorial  Day. 

7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  use  of  the 
town  libraries  (Estimate  $300). 
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8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  town  health  department,  as  follows : 

a.  General  expenses,  dumps,  etc.  (Estimate  $200). 

b.  District  nurse  and  car  (Estimate  $2,300). 

c.  Contribution  to  support  of  Franklin  and  New  Lon- 

don Hospitals. 

9.  To  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  taking  care  of  the 
poor,  including  old  age  assistance  and  aid  to  soldiers  and 
their  families   (Estimate  $5,000). 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $100  for  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  town  ac- 
counts audited  by  the  Division  of  Municipal  Accounting 
annually  until  rescinded  by  a  future  vote  of  the  town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $399.22  to  reimburse  the  state  for  white  pine 
blister  rust  control  work  carried  out  in  Andover  in  1948 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  Chapter  238  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws. 

12^.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $400  for  the  control  of  white  pine  blister  rust 
in  1949. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  carr}'  out  any  further 
improvements  at  the  town  hall,  and  if  so  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  therefor. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

15.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  take  any  action  regard- 
ing the  removal  of   snow   from  private  driveways. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
sell  the  Dennison  mill  property  at  East  Andover  for  the  sum 
of  $250. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  go  on  record  with  a 
resolution  favoring  the  restoration  of  the  dam  formerly 
creating  Kel-Dave  Lake  (or  Kelley  Pond)  by  the  State  and 
other  co-operating  agencies,  to  form  a  bathing,  boating,  fish- 
ing and  general  recreation  spot  near  the  center  of  the  town. 


18.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  become  one  of  the  co- 
operating agencies  by  raising  a  token  appropriation  for  the 
restoration  of  the  dam,  in  the  event  that  the  project  is  car- 
ried out.

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SELECTMEN'S  SUMMARY  AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


The  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Andover  is  Uttle 
changed  since  our  report  one  year  ago.  As  predicted  then, 
the  1948  tax  rate  increased  to  $4.50  to  cover  the  larger 
appropriations  made  by  you  at  the  1948  town  and  school 
meetings.  This  extra  tax  money  was  sufficient  to  meet  added 
town  demands,  and  with  all  1948  bills  paid  a  balance  of 
$38.01  remained  to  increase  the  net  surplus  of  assets  over 
liabilities. 

Town  budget  estimates  for  1949  are  similar  to  those  of 
1948.  We  recommend  a  $200  increase  for  town  charges  to 
cover  added  fuel  cost  at  the  town  hall,  an  additional  $1,000 
to  offset  the  ever  rising  cost  of  old  age  assistance,  and  $400 
to  pay  for  the  white  pine  blister  rust  control  work  carried 
out  in  town  by  direction  of  the  Governor  and  council.  More 
about  this  last  item  later  in  the  report.  On  the  credit  side, 
last  year's  $1,000  for  the  town  hall  heating  plant,  and  $200 
for  the  American  Legion  post,  do  not  appear  again. 

Town  Government.  So  that  no  misunderstanding  may 
occur,  we  repeat  again  that  under  the  new  non-partisan 
ballot  system  of  electing  town  officers,  every  candidate  for  a 
town  office  in  1949  must  file  his  or  her  name  with  the  town 
clerk  not  later  than  Monday,  February  28th,  if  their  name 
is  to  appear  on  the  printed  ballot.  The  town  clerk  has  the 
filing  blanks.  The  cost  is  $1.00  for  any  office  with  a  salary. 

Tow.N  Meeting  Day  comes  early  this  year,  Tuesday, 
March  8th.  The  program: 

Polls  open  for  voting  on  town  officers,  9  a.  m.  to  12  noon. 
Voting  on  warrant  appropriations  starts  at  10  a.  m. 
School  meeting  in  afternoon,  starts  at  2  p.  m. 

We  urge  your  attendance  at  both  meetings.  The  sizeof 
your  1949  tax  bill  is  almost  wholly  dependent  on  the  action 
taken  at  that  time. 

Town  Hall.  Many  of  you  will  inspect  the  new  heating 
and  plumbing  in  the  town  hall  for  the  first  time  on  town 
meeting  day.  The  job  was  practically  completed  by  January 
1st,  and  cost,  as  most  of  you  predicted  at  the  1948  meeting, 
more  than  the  original  estimates  presented. 
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Your  selectmen  tried  unsuccessfully  until  early  fall  to 
find  a  suitable  system  which  could  be  installed  for  the  $5,000 
available.  Since  heat  and  toilets  were  tied  together  it  was 
impractical  to  provide  one  without  the  other.  It  then  became 
our  problem  whether  to  do  nothing  or  to  incur  an  inevitable 
overrun.  We  decided  to  go  ahead  with  wdiat  seemed  the 
most  satisfactory  plan,  a  combination  of  steam  and  hot 
water  heating.  The  work  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$6,245.95.  It  is  your  right  and  privilege  to  approve  or  con- 
demn our  action.

The  cost  of  the  four  shower  stalls  in  the  dressing  rooms 
is  not  included  in  the  above.  The  high  school  athletic  asso- 
ciation is  raising  funds  for  these  through  entertainments 
and  private  contributions. 

Now  that  the  facilities  at  our  town  hall  have  been  im- 
proved to  compare  favorably  with  those  in  other  public 
assembly  halls,  we  feel  that  perhaps  the  rental  fees  should 
be  increased  to  bring  in  a  reasonable  revenue  for  its  main- 
tenance. We  suggest  the  following  schedule  of  rates,  for 
your  approval  at  town  meeting : 

Local  persons  or  groups,  charging  admission,  $5.00 

Outside  persons  or  groups,  charging  admission,  7.00 

American  Legion  post  for  weekly  dances,  4.00 

The  above  rates  to  include  use  of  piano  if  desired.  We 
suggest  that  the  hall  continue  to  be  free  for  public  meetings 
and  entertainments  where  no  admission  fees  are  collected, 
and  to  the  schools  for  all  properly  supervised  activities. 
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Additional  insurance  has  been  placed  on  the  hall  to  cover 
the  new  investment  in  improvements.  Thus  far,  after  five 
weeks'  trial,  the  new  system  seems  satisfactory  and  is  work- 
ing properly.  Much  favorable  comment  has  been  received 
from  those  using  the  hall. 

We  have  been  approached  by  several  groups,  who  urge 
that  further  work  be  done  to  improve  the  front  offices  and 
entrance  hall,  and  to  add  a  seating  balcony  over  them.  With 
the  probability  of  continued  high  taxes,  we  cannot  recom- 
mend such  expenditures  at  this  time,  desirable  though  they 
may  be,  nor  is  anything  included  in  the  1949  budget  for  this 
purpose.  On  request  we  have  inserted  an  article  in  the  war- 
rant covering  this  proposal,  so  that  it  may  be  brought  for- 
ward and  discussed  by  those  interested. 

Highland  Lake  Dam.  Last  summer  the  control  dam  at 
the  outlet  of  Highland  Lake  (owned  by  the  town)  was  in 
such  condition  as  to  be  unsafe.  The  old  gate  frame  of  10"  x 
16"  timbers  was  replaced  at  a  cost  of  $250.08. 

Dennison  Mill,  East  Andover.  Your  selectmen  have 
received  an  ofifer  of  $250.00  for  the  old  hosiery  mill  prop- 
erty at  East  Andover,  which  would  include  the  lower  mill 
pond  dam  and  most  of  the  land  below  the  present  libraiy 
building.  This  may  seem  a  low  ofifer  to  those  not  acquainted 
with  the  condition  of  the  building  and  the  unfavorable  loca- 
tion of  the  land.  The  timbers  in  the  lower  part  of  the  mill 
are  in  bad  shape,  and  it  is  hard  to  see  how  the  town  can 
gain  by  continuing  ownership,  or  by  investing  more  capital 
for  its  repair.  This  is  covered  under  Article  16  in  the  war- 
rant. Any  higher  offers  will  be  considered. 

Highways  and  Bridges.  Net  highway  expenses  exceed- 
ed appropriations  by  only  $339.47  in  1948,  the  smallest  over- 
run in  this  department  for  many  years.  A  large  part  of  the 
general  expense  fund  went  for  maintenance  of  the  two 
tractors  last  winter,  and  in  putting  them  in  shape  for  the 
current  winter's  work. 

The  road  agent  reports  show  the  following  work  accom- 
plished with  town  funds  during  1948,  in  addition  to  usual 
summer  maintenance  and  winter  snow  removal : 

Three  old  bridges  replaced  with  new,  complete. 
Two  other  bridges  replanked,  and  one  partially  rcplanked. 
Seven  new  culverts  installed. 
Some  old  guard  railings  replaced. 

Bushes  cut  on  Kearsarge  Mt.,  Paterson,  Lorden  and   Shaw 
Hill  roads. 
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Town  Road  Aid  and  Blacktop  funds  for  1948  were  ex- 
pended as  follows : 

Plains  road,  Barton's  to  US  No.  4,  graveled  and  tarred. 
Plains  road,  underpass  to  Barton's,  asphalt  surface. 
Flaghole  road,  cemetery  corner  to  Supernor's,  asphalted. 
Taunton  Hill  road,  last  0.3  mile  strip  asphalted. 
Bradley  Lake  road,  new  culvert  and  some  additional  gravel. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  above,  the  greater  part  of  these 
funds  were  spent  in  getting  the  Plains  road  in  shape  to  carry 
the  heavy  traffic  it  is  getting. 

The  following  projects  demand  attention  in  1949,  or  as 
soon  as  funds  are  available  to  cover  them : 

Repairs  to  bridge  abutments  and  approaches  at  Cilleyville 
and   Dyers   Crossing. 

Completion  of  the  Bradley  Lake  road. 

Improvements  on  Flaghole  road,  including  widening  and 
raising  the  strip  across  the  swamp,  eliminating  the  two  bad 
corners  on  Ward's  hill,  and  more  gravel  on  the  Rayno  hill. 

How  many  of  these  can  be  carried  out  depends  greatly 
on  how  much  road  money  is  required  to  repair  the  ravages 
of  winter,  which  cannot  be  determined  at  this  time.  Com- 
plete absence  of  snow  to  January  22nd  has  reduced  winter 
costs  already,  but  the  road  breaking  savings  of  an  open 
winter  could  be  partiall}^  wiped  out  by  high  surface  damage 
next  spring. 

Town  Poor  and  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  cost  of  the 
town's  25%  share  of  old  age  assistance  benefits  has  increased 
steadily  from  its  very  beginning,  to  the  point  where  in  1948 
over  70%  of  all  the  relief  money  raised  by  the  town  was 
spent  for  this  purpose.  This  is  due  to  more  and  more  recipi- 
ents on  the  list  and  to  larger  budgets  to  meet  inflated  cost 
of  living. 

With  job  lay-ofifs  beginning  to  occur  again,  we  find  that 
calls  for  emergency  relief  on  the  part  of  border  line  wage 
earners  are  on  the  increase  also.  We  feel  obliged  to  ask  that 
an  additional  $1000  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  poor 
relief  in  1949,  and  even  this  amount  may  not  cover  the  de- 
mands if  the  going  gets  tough. 

Health  Department.  During  1948  another  district 
nurse  has  come  and  gone,  Miss  Martha  W.  Ghen  serving 
from  April  1st  through  November. 
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The  nursing  committee  has  now  secured  the  services  of 
Mrs.  Marguerite  S.  Hearn  of  Potter  Place,  beginning  in 
mid-January.  Her  telephone  number  is  New  London  303-41. 

Our  town  nursing  service  has  been  criticised  at  times 
because  of  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  some  people  to  expect 
too  much  from  our  nurse  in  transportation  with  the  town 
car.  We  feel  this  is  probably  due  to  a  misunderstanding  as 
to  what  a  visiting  nurse  should  be  expected  to  do  in  the  line 
of  her  duty.  Former  nurses,  in  leaving,  have  stated  that 
the  demands  for  transportation  were  so  great  as  to  interfere 
with  carrying  out  their  regular  school  and  home  visiting 
work. 

The  town  car  is  eleven  years  old  and  has  suffered  con- 
siderable abuse  during  that  time.  Probably  it  should  be  re- 
placed by  a  new  one,  which  would  mean  appropriation  of 
another  $1,000  to  $1,200  for  the  health  department.  With 
the  present  high  tax  rate  there  is  a  very  definite  question 
in  our  minds  whether  we  can  afford  it,  particularly  if  the 
use  made  of  the  car  is  open  to  criticism. 

If  we  continue  with  the  old  car,  we  feel  that  its  use  by 
the  nurse  should  be  limited  to  (1)  routine  nursing  and  school 
work  within  the  town,  (2)  emergencies,  (3)  transporting 
welfare  cases  to  outside  doctors  and  clinics  w^here  no  other 
means  of  transportation  is  available,  and  (4)  to  such  other 
trips  only  as  the  nurse  may  find  necessary  to  obtain  supplies, 
arrange  for  clinics,  and  so  on.  We  believe  the  nursing  com- 
mittee concurs  in  this  view. 

Unless  we  are  prepared  to  provide  a  new  car,  or  to  co- 
operate in  cutting  down  the  use  of  the  one  we  now  have, 
we  may  find  ourselves  in  mid-season  without  transportation 
for  the  nurse  herself,  and  with  no  available  funds  with 
whicli  to  provide  it. 

A  third  sub-division  has  been  made  under  Article  8  to 
bring  up  for  discussion  the  matter  of  contributing  money 
towards  the  support  of  the  two  hospitals  at  Franklin  and 
New  London  which  serve  most  of  our  townspeople.  Hospi- 
tals, like  everyone  else,  are  faced  with  higher  operating 
costs.  Both  Franklin  and  New  London  hospitals  have  on 
their  books  accounts  for  services  rendered  to  Andover  citi- 
zens which  have  not,  and  probably  will  not,  be  paid.  Many 
towns  have  recognized  this  situation,  and  contribute  annu- 
ally to  their  local  hospitals. 
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White  Pine  Blister  Rust.  At  the  1948  town  meeting 
we  were  told  that  if  the  town  did  not  appropriate  $400  for 
blister  rust  control  the  work  would  be  done  anyway,  and  the 
town  forced  to  pay  the  bill.  This  threat  has  been  carried  out. 
On  May  10th,  the  Governor  and  council  ordered  the  State 
Forester  to  carry  out  control  work  in  Andover  and  in  thirty 
other  towns  which   failed  also  to  cooperate. 

Work  was  done  by  an  outside  crew  in  the  Beech  Hill 
area  in  July.  For  this  we  have  a  bill  to  the  town  for  $399.22, 
and  the  following  statement :

In  line  with  your  vote  and  sentiment  expressed  at  the 
town  meeting,  we  have  entered  our  protest  with  the  Gover- 
nor, have  written  to  the  thirty  other  towns  to  get  their  re- 
action to  this  procedure,  and  have  refused  to  pay  the  bill 
until  authorized  by  you  to  do  so.  Our  Representative,  Victor 
Phelps,  has  introduced  a  bill  in  the  legislature  to  take  the 
"must  do  or  else''  provision  out  of  the  blister  rust  control 
law.  At  this  writing  considerable  support  for  the  measure 
seems  likely. 

An  article  to  pay  the  state's  bill  appears  in  the  warrant, 
and  the  amount  is  included  in  the  1949  budget.  Should  the 
town  still  refuse  to  pay,  the  amount  will  be  collected  by  suit 
at  law. 

As  this  enforcement  is  entirely  legal  and  the  bill  collect- 
able under  the  present  law,  there  would  seem  to  be  no  point 
in  further  refusing  to  pay,  unless  the  town  wishes  to  stand 
suit  for  purely  publicity  purposes  in  a  fight  to  obtain  a  revi- 
sion of  the  statute. 

State  Tax  Commission.  Few  things  have  been  more 
misunderstood  generally  than  the  purpose  of  the  Commis- 
sion in  sending  Mr.  Robert  Cunnirigham  into  Andover  (and 
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all  other  towns  in  Merrimack  County)  to  make  a  partial 
re-appraisal  of  property  valuations.  As  usual,  the  selectmen 
were  somehow  "to  blame  for  it." 

The  reason  may  be  found  in  Chapter  82  of  the  Public 
Laws,  which  covers  the  duties  of  the  Tax  Commission  : 

"V.  Equalization.  In  the  yt'Av  1942,  and  every  second 
year  thereafter,  to  equalize  the  vahiation  of  the  property  in 
the  several  towns  and  cities  in  the  state  by  adding  to  or  de- 
ducting from  the  aggregate  valuations  of  the  property  in 
towns  and  cities  such  sums  as  will  bring  said  valuations  to 
the  true  and  market  value  of  said  property,  so  that  any  public 
taxes  that  may  be  apportioned  among  them  shall  be  equal 
and  just  as  between  them,  and  to  report  to  the  legislature  at 
each  biennial  session  that  portion  of  the  state  tax  payable 
from  each  town,  city,  and  unincorporated  place  on  the  basis 
of  such  equalized  valuation." 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  commission  could  possibly 
equalize  valuations  between  towns  without  actually  checking 
the  relative  valuations  now  placed  on  the  same  classes  of 
property  by  different  local  boards  of  assessors. 

Mr.  Cunningham  spent  several  days  in  Andover  last  sum- 
mer, making  his  own  appraisal  of  78  places  of  property  of 
different  values.  These  were  selected  by  him  at  random 
from  a  list  of  property  owners,  and  the  list  covered  roughly 
one  fourth  of  the  taxable  real  estate  in  town.  His  total 
appraisal  on  the  78  items  was  $261,200,  as  compared  with 
the  present  assessed  value  of  $211,650,  an  increase  of  23%. 
He  reported  this  to  be  comparable  with  the  situation  found 
in  most  other  towns. 

Kel- Dave  Lake  (or  Kelley  Pond).  We  close  our 
summary  with  a  few  remarks  about  the  project  to  restore 
the  dam  formerly  built  by  Mr.  Kelley  on  the  land  given  to 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  by  Mrs.  Josephine  Hamp. 
This  dam,  if  restored,  would  provide  a  pond  of  ten  acres 
or  more,  suitable  not  only  for  fishing  but  as  a  bathing,  boat- 
ing, and  recreation  spot  for  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity 
of  Andover  village,  comparable  with  that  now  enjoyed  by 
residents  of  East  Andover  at  Highland  Lake. 

Surveys  and  estimates  have  been  made  by  state  engineers. 
H  the  cost  of  the  dam  can  be  reduced  to  reasonable  figures 
there  is  a  possibility  that  it  might  be  constructed,  using  co- 
operative funds  of  the  Water  Resources  Board,  Forestry 
and  Recreation  Department,  Fish  and  Game  Department, 
Proctor  Academy,  and  other  interested  organizations. 
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The  following  local  committee  has  been  formed,  repre- 
senting the  Andover  Fish  &  Game  Club,  Proctor  Academy, 
Blackwater  Grange,  the  Town  of  Andover,  the  Dartmouth- 
Lake  Sunapee  Region,  and  the  business  men  of  the  com- 
munity :

This  committee  will  endeavor  to  keep  in  touch  with  devel- 
opments, and  explore  the  possibilities  further. 

Article  17  in  the  warrant  ofifers  a  Resolution  on  the  part 
of  the  voters  of  the  town  favoring  this  project,  if  found 
feasible  to  carry  out.

FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Again  the  damage  done  by  forest  fires  in  our  community 
has  been  neghgible.  Two  small  lires  broke  out,  one  in  a 
blueberry  pasture  on  the  plains  and  the  other  in  a  cut-over 
woodlot  on  the  Andrus  farm  in  Flaghole.  Both  were  soon 
under  control. 

The  payroll  bills  for  their  suppression  may  seem  a  little 
large  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  damage  caused,  but 
during  the  extremely  dry  weather  when  these  fires  occurred 
our  warden  force  has  felt  that  we  should  hit  every  outbreak 
at  once  with  all  the  equipment  at  our  disposal.  Better  a  cost 
of  a  hundred  dollars  to  put  out  a  very  small  fire  than  perhaps 
a  few  thousand  dollars  to  suppress  one  out  of  control. 

The  same  restrictions  continue  to  be  in  force  regarding 
the  burning  of  brush  fires,  grass,  etc.,  as  in  the  past. 

Permits  must  be  secured  from  the  warden  for  all  fires 
kindled  in  the  open,  at  any  time  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  and  such  permits  are  good  only  for  the 
one  day  when  they  are  issued. 

I  want  to  thank  all  concerned  for  their  patience  and  co- 
operation throughout  the  1948  fire  season,  and  to  ask  for 
your  continued  support  during  1949.

School  Service: 

The  school  service  has  been  quite  active  during  the  school 
year.  The  Patch  test  was  given  by  Miss  Martin,  the  tuber- 
culosis nurse,  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  fresh- 
man year  of  high  school.  Pupils  who  had  positive  reactions 
from  this  test  were  transported  to  Concord  for  chest  X-ray. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  State  Dentist  and  Dental 
Hygienist  with  us  for  four  days,  who,  with  their  portable 
equipment,  cleaned  and  applied  flourine  to  the  teeth  of  the 
children  in  the  first  six  grades  of  school.  This  service  was 
given  without  charge  to  104  children  in  the  three  grammar 
schools. 

At  the  close  of  November  1948  all  pupils  have  received 
their  necessary  health  tests.  The  physical  examination  by  the 
school  physician  remains  to  be  done. 

A  pre-school  toxoid  clinic  was  held  in  June  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  a  repeat  cliniic  in 
July.  Six  children  received  complete  immunization  and  five 
received  partial  immunization. 

I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Nursing  Association,  the  doctors,  the  town  officials,  and  the 
citizens  for  the  generous  co-operation,  support  and  kindness 
shown  me  in  the  past  eight  months.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Andover  School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools : 

At  the  outset  of  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere 
gratitude  to  the  citizens  of  Andover  for  their  making  pos- 
sible the  improved  school  plant  for  this  school  year.  The 
addition  at  the  High  School  to  house  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  has,  in  its  iirst  year,  proved  very  successful.  It  has 
tended  to  equalize  the  offerings  to  our  seventh  and  eighth 
grade  pupils  and  at  the  same  time  taken  the  load  off  the 
other  elementary  rooms  to  the  point  where  we  do  not  have 
excessive  enrollment  in  anv  room. 

As  a  result  the  work  that  the  pupils  are  doing  has  shown 
a  tendency  to  improve.  The  teachers  have  had  more  time  to 
spend  with  each  of  the  classes  and  as  a  result  have  been  able 
to  be  more  effective  in  their  teaching.  The  accomplishments 
should  increase  with  this  added  time  available  and  we 
should  come  more  closely  to  being  able  to  give  all  of  the 
boys  and  girls  the  work  which  they  should  have. 

The  addition  of  the  Commercial  Course  is  another  accom- 
plishment of  which  you  should  be  proud.  It  has  added  a 
much  needed  program  for  your  boys  and  girls.  The  popu- 
larity of  the  course  speaks  for  that  need.  The  pupils  are 
receiving  the  fundamentals  of  a  business  education  that 
will  be  of  great  importance  to  them  in  their  life  work. 

The  Visual  Aid  program  has  been  another  accomplish- 
ment made  in  the  High  School.  This  program  has  brought 
to  the  pupils  much  learning  that  they  otherwise  would  not 
have  been  able  to  get.  Much  credit  should  be  given  the  staff 
and  pupils  at  the  High  School  for  the  interest  they  have 
shown  in  getting  this  program  off  to  a  good  start. 

In  spite  of  all  our  improvements  and  accomplishments 
we  are  not,  as  yet,  clear  of  other  needs.  The  elementary 
schools  are  still  in  need  of  much  repair  and  much  of  this 
needs  to  be  done  if  we  are  to  maintain  them  in  a  reasonable 
condition.  The  school  at  East  Andover  needs  painting  and 
rooms  need  redecorating.  Minor  changes  need  to  be  made  at 
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the  Village  school  to  improve  the  toilet  and  lighting  facili- 
ties. Because  of  the  difficulty  we  have  been  encountering  in 
trying  to  keep  a  janitor  at  the  Village  School  it  would  be 
well  to  consider  the  installation  of  automatic  heat.  I  recom- 
mend for  your  approval  the  article  calling  for  the  installa- 
tion of  an  oil  burner  at  the  Village  School. 

We  were  most  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  most  of 
our  personnel  for  this  school  year  and  were  doubly  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  find  excellent  replacements  and  additions 
to  the  staff.  We  must,  for  the  sake  of  your  boys  and  girls, 
continue  to  keep  the  best  possible  staff'  in  all  of  our  schools. 
With  the  increasing  shortage  of  elementary  teachers  and  the 
higher  wages  that  are  prevalent  in  the  nearby  districts  we 
must  keep  pace  in  order  to  retain  our  teachers  for  another 
year.  The  new  teachers  have  worked  into  the  system  surpris- 
ingly well  and  have  increased  the  effectiveness  and  efficiency 
of  the  program. 

Because  of  the  state  of  uncertainty  concerning  the  Aid 
from  the  State  it  is  felt  that  the  best  estimiate  we  can  make 
is  that  of  last  year.  If  the  Legislature  does  not  cut  the 
amount  of  appropriations  for  State  Aid  we  will  be  all  right 
in  our  estimate.  If,  however,  the  amount  of  Aid  is  reduced 
it  will,  of  necessity,  mean  an  added  burden  by  the  District. 
There  is  a  possibility  that  Federal  Aid  will  become  avail- 
able for  elementary  and  secondary  schools.  If  this  is  an 
actuality  then  we  may  look  for  further  relief  in  the  rapidly 
mounting  costs  of  elucation. 

Again,  I  am  most  grateful  for  the  splendid  co-operation 
which  I  have  received  from  the  citizens,  school  board  and 
teachers  during  the  past  year.  With  a  continuation  of  this 
spirit  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  we  will  be  able  to 
go  to  greater  heights  in  providing  your  boys  and  girls  with 
the  very  best  education  possible.  The  load  is  made  much 
lighter  when  many  hands  are  carrying  it.  I  hope  and  pray 
for  the  continuance  of  this  splendid  relationship.
